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This application is rejected for the following reasons. A response should 
be filed within sixty days from the mailing date of this Notification. 



The inventions of the following claims of this application are not patented 
because they do not fulfill the requirements of the Patent Law 36(4) in the 
following points. 

(1) Regarding "information gathering means for gathering information to be 
provided, with respect to the identified incident, which information is 
associated with an item of information to be provided registered in the incident 
handling information file", which is described in claims 1 and 4, and regarding 
a "function of gathering and accumulating information about events which 
have occurred, while classifying the information into a plurality of items 
predetermined on the basis of event patterns", which is described in claim 6, 
the invention as set forth in claims 1-6 of the present application is considered 
to include as a subordinate concept the feature that, "a server computer 
gathers information to be provided about casualties or the like, independently 
without giving/receiving information to/from another dev ice or a person such as 
an administrator" . 

However, even considering the overall description of the Specification and 
Drawings and technical common knowledge at the time of the filing of the 
present application, it is not technically clear how a server computer is capable 
of gathering information about casualties or the like by itself. Hence, the 
Detailed Description of the Invention in the Specification of the present 
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application is not clear and sufficiently informative enough to allow a person 
with ordinary skills in the art to implement the invention according to claims 
1-4 and 6, which incorporate the feature that a server computer independently 
gathers information to be provided. 

(2) Regarding the description of claim 6, "a function of a server computer for 
automatically informing a plurality of terminal devices specified beforehand, 
upon occurrence of a predetermined event, of the occurrence of the event", it is 
considered to include as a subordinate concept the feature of "automatically 
informing occurrence of an event" in case of occurrence of a hijack, a coup d'etat 
or the like (without assuming an intervention such as a report from another 
device notifying the occurrence of an event or an input by a person) . 

However, even considering the overall description of the Specification and 
Drawings and technical common knowledge at the time of the filing of the 
present application, it is not clear how to realize a computer capable of 
"automatically informing occurrence of an event" at the mere report of 
occurrence of the event such as a hijack or a coup d'etat". Hence, the Detailed 
Description of the Invention in the Specification of the present application is 
not clear and sufficiently informative enough to allow a person with ordinary 
skills in the art to implement the invention according to claims 6, which 
incorporate the feature, "automatically notifying occurrence of an event" at 
the mere report of occurrence of the event. 

In conclusion, the Detailed Description of the Invention in the 
Specification of the present application is not clear and sufficiently informative 
enough to allow a person with ordinary skills in the art to implement the invention 
according to claims 1 to 4 and 6, which incorporate the feature, "automatically 
notifying occurrence of an event" at the mere report of occurrence of the event. 
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As the invention of the claim 5 of this application is considered such one 
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that a person with ordinary skills in the art to which the inventions pertain could 
easily have made prior to the filing of this appreciation on the basis of the 
inventions described in the following publications issued in Japan or the foreign 
countries, or on the basis of inventions made available to the public through 
telecommunication lines, this application can not be patented according to the 
Patent Law 29 (2).

Remarks- 
Cited Reference 1 teaches a terminal device which is capable of 
transmitting/receiving information bout safety, which is necessary in a time of 
disaster, between a computer and a WWW server which is another computer. 
Citer reference 1 describes a terminal for transmitting authentication information 
such as a public key code, an e-mail address of an inquirer of the safety 
information. 

Moreover, it is also a known practice in the field of authentication to use 
an identifier unique to a user inputted by the user, information on physical 
characteristics of the user and information about hardware (see, for example,: 
paragraph 0075 of Cited reference 2 which describes transmitting a user identifier 
and a terminal identifier (corresponding to "hardware information" of the present 
application), and see paragraphs [0162] and [0163] which teach using biological 
characteristics as authentication information). Hence, it would have been easy for a 
person with ordinary skills in the art to make a construction in which a terminal 
described in Cited reference 1 is modified to make it capable of transmitting 
inputted identifier unique to a user, biometric information and hardware 
information to a WWW server, thereby realizing the invention of claim 5 of the 
present invention. 

If a new reason for rejection is found, it will be notified. 

Note that, in the case of amendment of the Specification or Drawings by 
submitting a procedure amendment within a due date, the amendment must not 
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deviate beyond the scope of the Specification or the Drawings of the original 
application. (For example, be careful not to add a matter that is not included in 
the original application or a matter that is not evident in view of the Specification 
and the Drawings, when introducing a higher conception in amendment of the 
Specification or the Drawings.)
